But, though they uſed all 
poſſible Precaution, though they made it the Con- 
dition of their Eſtabliſhment, That the Forces ſhould 
be Disbanded, when the extraordinary Occaſion for 


which they were 58 ceaſed; yet they perceived 


too late, that their Condition was not binding ; 


That they had ereced a Power ſuperior to them- 
ſelves; That the tery, when they had taſted the 
Smeets of Authority, would not part with it; and, 
That even their Princes (after theſe temporary Con- 
ceſſions made to them) began to think, That Ruling 
by an Army was a more eaſy, a more compendious 
Way of Government, than acting under the Re- 
ſtraints and Limitations of the Laws of their Coun- 
try.

I know, indeed, it is explained both in the BI

gument, as to the Inconvenience and Oppreſſion, of 
which I am ſpeaking.

and rather chooſe to diffolve that Authority with 
which it is incompatible, than tamely ſabmir ro 
its own Diſſolution. An Army, tho* kept up by 
Confenr of Parliament, if it hath no Enemies A- 
broad, will be apr to make Depredations at Home ; 
and I wiſh there. hath nor been ſomething of thar 
Kind done this laſt Year; I wiſh we have no Com- 
plaints from ſome of our own moſt confiderable Par- 
liamentary - Corporations, of Soldiers demanding 
| Free-Quarter.and inſulting the Chief Magiſtrates for 

exerting the Power we have lodged with them, and 
endeavouring to redreſs the Grievances of the poor 
Inn-keepers and Inhabirants, Nay, the Conſent of 
Pxtliament is ſo far from altering the Nature and

Bur, if we were to admit, for Argument's 
ſake, that the Conſent of Parliament could make 
Armies more tame and ductile, than they would 
otherwiſe be; I think however, it would not be ad- 
viſable for a Parliament, that intends to act ratio- 
nally, and agreeably, either to the the Principles on 
which His Majeſty's Government, or its own Power 
is founded, to familiarize a Military Force to this 
n Free Nation.

He lived in a tempeſtuous Age; he had Wars A. 
broad, and Commorions at Home. The Firſt Re- 


bellion Headed by WATT TYLER, was compo- 


ſed without ſhedding the Blood of any one of the 
Rebels, ſave Tyler himſelf: The King gave them 
good Words; they laid down their Arms, went 
Home, and were all Pardon'd. Another Rebellion 
of the Men of Kent and Efjex, broke out, which 
occafion'd the King's raifing an Army of Four Thou- 


ſand Men. The Rebels apply'd by Petition to have 


their Liberties and Franchiſes allow'd them. But 
the King ſpoke to theſe in a different Style; he told 
them, Slaves they were, and Slaves they ſhould be.

It is ſelf- evident, that by keeping up ſuch a 
Number of Forces, who may, when they are dif 
poſed, controul the Power of the Civil Magiſtrate, 
that the Strength and Security of our Conffiration 
is at an End, and that we have no other Rule 
of Government, than Will and Pleaſure. The 
Notion I have of Slavery, is the being ſubjeQted to 
the Will of another; and notwithſtanding 'the Rod 
be not always on my Back, or the Dragoon in 
my Houſe, yet if it is not in my Power to prevent 
its being ſo, I am no longer free. After Auguſtus 
had eftabliſhed his Eight thouſan Regular Troops, 
the Roman Conftitution was as much at an End as 
it was in Nero's Time. Although the Tyranny

tiry it was by his Succeſſors; yet, from the Time 
his Power became irrefiſtible, the Romans wes 


Slaves.

dance upon any Thing, and we muſt even be 
thought diſſaffected to the Government; if we will 
not believe that we are ſurrounded on all Sides with 
the greateſt Dangers. fe Oe 

But, in the midſt of theſe Contrarieties and 


what our Conduct ought to be, if we will but 
have regard to thoſe plain Rules and Maxims, 
Which have always been obſerv'd in the like Caſes 
with that which is now before us. 1 

It would certainly be an endleſs Thing for an 


Houſe of Commons to enter into the Secrets of State, 
and to debate upon the different Views, and Inte- 


reſts, and Intrigues of Foreign Courts; what Jea- 
louſies are among them, and what Treaties are on 
foot to reconcile them. If we take fuch Things 
into our Conſiderations, to guide us in Queſtions 


Home, we ſhall be in a Labyrinth indeed, and muſt 
be compell'd at laſt to put an abſolute Truft in the 
Government, becauſe they only know rhe Truth of 
ſuch Matters, and from them we. muft be con.

And on the other hand, I beg it may not be ta-

No, Sir, Providence has given us t he 
beft Protection, if we do not fooliſhly throw away 
the Benefit of it.

purſued, a good Agreement betwixt the King and 
People, uniting and acting together in oze National 
intereſt, would be ſuch a Protection, as none of 
our Enemies would ever hope to break through. 

It is a very melancholy Thing ro me, to hear 
any other Notions of Government advanced here; 
and that His Majefty, either from his Private or 
his General Council, ſhould ever, upon this Sub- 
jet, have any Thing inculcated to him but this 
efeat Truth, That the true and only Support of an 
Ergliſh Prince, does, and ought to col in the 
Aﬀettions of bis People. It is that ſhonld ſtrength- 
en his Hands; it is that ſhould give him Credit 
and Authority in the Eyes of other Nations; and 
to think of doing of it by keeping up a Number 
of Land-Forces here at Home, ſuch a Number 
2s can have any Awe or Influence over the great 
Powers on the Continent, is, I think, one of the 
wildeſt Imaginations that ever entred into the 
Heart of Man. The only Strength of this Nation 
muſt always confift in the Riches of it; Riches 
muſt be the Fruits of Publick Liberty; and the 
People can neither acquire, Riches, nor the King 
have the Uſe of them, but by a Government found-

If this be true, then of Conſequence it follows, 
That whoever adviſes His Majeſty to aim at any 
additional Security to himſelf from a Standing 
Army, inſtead of increafing his Strength, does really 
diminiſh it, and undermine his true- Support, by 
robbing him of the Hearts of his Subjects. For 
this I take for granted, that as there are but two 
Ways of Governing, the one by Force, and the 
other by the Affections of the People governed, 
it is impoſſible for any Prince to have them both;

What I have ſaid, I confeſs, goes upon a Sup- 
poſition, that the Numbers contain d in the Eſti- 
mate, and in the Queſtion before you, do make 
an Army formidable enough, and able to enflave 
this Nation; of which indeed there remains no 
Doubt with me.
